The Indian War in Oregon. 


A letter to the New York Times, dated 


at VVallawalla on the 9th of August, gives 
a view of contemplated military movements 
against tho Indians in Oregon. 
The writer 


says : 


'Now wo arc collecting our troops for 


what is likely to bo the most dosperate In- 
dian contest we have ever had. 
The pro- 


gramme is all settled at last, and two col- 
umns nre to be formed to enter the Indian 
country—one undor Major GARNETT, from 
Simcoe ; the other from this place, to enter 
the Spokan country and meet the tribes 
which defeated Col. STEPTOB. 
The lat- 


ter is under Col. WKIGIIT, ninth Infantry. 
A short time since the detachment of the 
third Artillery arrived bore after twelve 
day's march fiom Fort Dallas. 
They are 


now ordered to aJvanco sixty miles into the 
Indian country and throw up fortifications 
on Snake river, to await our arrival with 
the rest of tlio column. 
They probably 


march to-morrow. 


'In the moan while we learn from scouts 


that the hostile tribes are in force to the 
number of nearly three thousand warriors, 
awaiting our arrival, and they swear that as 
long as a single warrior is left wo shall not 
cross Snake river. 
They arc the most war- 


like Indians on the Continent and t.horuugli- 
ly armed. 
Our columns will consist of 


but seven hundred men, of whom a com 
pauy will have to be left at the fort on 
Snake river. 
We expect they will meet 


us, for they ate flushed with their victory 
ovur Col. Steptoo, and the probability is \ve 
shall find them four to oue. 
One of these 


days, after some hundreds of valu.ihle lives 
are lost, Government will believe iu tho 
necessity of having troops enough in the 
field to overawe tho Indian tribes. 


'Our expedition is arranged for four 


months. 
Before the end of that time we 


shall have crushed the hostile tribes or been 
ourselves driven in.

mail has arrived with New Mexico dates to 
the 23d. Doubtless a battle has been 
fought between Major Brook's command 
and the Nnvajo Indians, as tho Major inten- 
ded destroying their fields, which would 
necessarily cause a collision.
